Per our telephone conversation, here’s a spreadsheet of the CWA 319 projects on 
the upper Animas. (Projects in the Durago area are not included). I will talk to 
Peter about the project implementation plans (PIPs) and final reports. Many after 
2000 or so are attached in the Grants Reporting and Tracking System and its 
reliable after 2005. Otherwise records are hard copy and the older ones are in the 
Record Center. 


These are related to the mining impacts to water quality, which was recognized as 
a water quality priority for the Colorado Water Quality Control Division early. 
Upper Animas and the ARSG is one of two early pilots to address legacy mining 
impacts on a watershed basis. The other is Clear Creek.
